THE RESULT OF THE YOUNGS- 
TOWN DISASTER. 


Pitecus Poenées at the Mine as the Dead Bodies Were 
Brought Up From Below — The Re- 
~ sponsibiliy for the Dissster-Some ~ 
Coifiicting Reports Made, Ete. 


Uniontown, Pa., October 28.—The worst 
fears touching the fate of the men who were 
imprisoned in the coal mine at Youngstown, 
four miles from this place, by the explosion 
of fire damp last evening, has been fully con- 
firmed. Six of the miners were taken out soon 
after the disasters, two of the other four are so 
seriously injured that there is no hope of their 
recovery. There are still from fourteen to 
eighteen men who are supposed to be impris-

certainly known. 
men was continued industriously throughout 
the night, and by morning the dead bodies of 
twelve had been brought out and delivered to 
friends and relatives at the mouth of the pit.

VOURTEEN DEAD IN ALL. 

And with four who were injured, accounts 
for 18 of the whole number supposed to be in 
the mine. Whether there are any more, re- 
mains yet to be discovered, but itis believed 
that all have been found. The scenes at the 
mouth of the pit, asthe disfigured bodies of 
the dead were brought to the surface 
and given into the hands of the 
wives and relatives, was distressing and 
vividly recalled to the mind the piteous wails 
of the bereaved families who waited at the 
opening of the Leisinging mine last February 
for the bedies which they knew were coming 
lifeless to them trom the uncompassionate 
bowels of the earth. It cannot be stated 
whether the explosion was due to the care- 
lessness ef the company or not. The miners 
allege that it was, but on the heels of a ca- 
lamity like this the first impulse is usually 
to attribute the blame te the company. 

PREDISPOSED TO DANGER. 

It is well-known, however, that the company 
hes always been careful, and the knowledge 
tbat their mine was dangerous and predis- 
posed tothe generation of fire damp, made 
them more careful. The mine was inspected 
every morning; whenever the presence of fire 
damp was detected it was invariably ordered 
to deny the men admission uniess the gas had 
been expelled. This wasthe rule, and the

THE GREAT TYPHOON. 


THE DESTRUCTION CAUSED IN YO- 
KOHOMA. 


The Lower Part of the City Swept Away by the 
Waters, and the Upper Part Demolished by tae 
Windse—The Political Agitations in 
England and Beigium, Bte., Bte. 


San Francisco, October 28.—The steamer 
Arabic, which arrived Sunday from China 
and Japan, brought the following additional 
details of the great typhoon of September 
lith, which caused such terrible destruction 
of life and property at Yokohoma and ‘Tokio. 

The storm came up so’rapidly and with 
such tremendous fury that no precaution 
could be taken in Yokehoma. The. entire 
lewer part of the city, called the settlement, 
was completely wrecked. No house was left 
standing. The inhabitants made no attempt 
to save their property, but fled for their lives 
to escape drowning from the rushing waters, 
driven upon the land by the fury of the wind. 
The newspapers make no attempt 
to furnish the details of the destruction in 
that part ofthe city. They summarized by 
seying that as the “settlement” was destroyed 
it is useless to publish any details. The 
higher portions of the oily being more @xX- 
posed were equally unfortunate. Several of 
the largest and most substantial buildings 
were swept away as if built of pasteboard. In 
that section alone 128 houses were destroyed 
and 390 damaged. The loss of life on shore 
was less than at sea. Out of eighty sailing 
vessels fitty-three were lost with 223 persons 
on board. Twelve vesssis with 120 persons 
are also missing. Of the five lifeboats that 
went to rescue the drowning crews four were 
swamped and ten men of their crews drowned. 
The typhoon is the severest experienced since 
1870. 
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THE THREE EMPERORS.

Francis Joseph Assures the People that 
the Empire is Peace, : 

Pestu, October 28.—Emperor Joseph to- 
day received several delegations. He said he 
bad every reason to expect that the empire 
would be blessed with a prolonged pe iod of 
peace. The foreign relations of the country, 
especially those of the neighboring states,were 
on a most friendly footing. ‘The recent con- 
ference,’” he said, ‘‘at Skiernivice enabled me 
to renew the cordial relations with the Rus- 
sian imperial family. It likewise attested the 
complete agreement between the three mon- 
archs who participated in it, to maintain and 
assure peace on the basis of the maintenance 
of the treaty and the mutual confidence 
which should form a substantial guarantee of 
peace.” 


CK’S TALK. 
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PRINCE BISMAR 


Iie Denies that He Has Designs Against the 
Free Cities. 

Beriixn, October 28.—Prince Bismarck to- 
day, in private conversation, denied absolute- 
ly that he had any designs against the inde- 
pendence of the free cities of Germany. The 
empire, he said, was greatly interested in their 
continued freedom, and especially in the con- 
tinued independence of Hamburg. It was a 
pity, he said, that their were not more free 
cities. Six such towns would bea blessing 
to Germany. 

The Naticoal Gazette says that Sir Edward 
let, the new British embassador at 
Berlin, has already created a favorable im- 
pression everywhere. Prince Bismarck is anx- 
ious to maintain the same relations with him 
as with his predecessor, the late Lord Ampt- 
hill. 


Gladstone and the Irish Members, 

Lonxpon, October 28.—In the house of com- 
mons Mr. Gladstone spoke in strong disappro- 
bation of the Irish members for their strict- 
ures on Earl Spencer, lord-lieutenant of Ire- 
land. Ifthe hates that they made could be 
proved, Mr. Gladstone said that ‘nothing less 
than the impeachment of his lordship was 
necessary. The Irish members interrupted 
Gladstone constantly duriug the speech, and 
he expresses his regret that they did not 
conduct their operations with more prudence 
and right feeling. 

The Lrish Times, of Dublin, says the Parn- 
ellite members of the house of commons have 
resolved to vote against the government on 
the frarchise bill. 

The municipal authorities of Limerick, by a 
vote of 27 to 5, have decided to persist in their 
refusal to pay the tax assessed by the govern- 
ment for extra police service. -Considerable 
excitement prevails there, and it is expected 
that certain members of the corporation will 
be arrested. 

Mr. Gladstone expressed the hope that the 
house would refuse to grant the proposed in 
quiry into the Maamtrasna trial,in conse- 
quence of which the Irish party wes deter- 
mined to raise the home rule question before 
the close of the debate upon the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne. 

In the house of commohs to-night a vote was 
taken upon the amendment to the address to 
the queen offered by Timothy Harrington, 
home rule member, that the administration of 
the laws unsatisfactory, and 
that inquiry into the Maamtrasna murder tria! 
would lead to greater contentment among the 
people.

Zobehr Pasha’s Views’ 

Atrexanpria, October 28.—Zobehr Pasha, in 
an interview to-day, declared that the messen- 
ger who left Khartoum 63 days ago had in- 
formed him that 100,000 rebels were around 
Khartoum, but that General Gordon would 
be able to hold two years, provided he had a 
sufficient supply of provisions. Zobehr is cer- 
tain that the British troops will encounter se- 
rious trouble and much fighting before they 
arrive at Khartoum. He strongly advises that 
no advance be made until it is known whether 
or not General Gordon still holds Khartoum. 
Zobher expresses regret that England refused 
bis assistance, but says it is too late now. 

Rumors are current in Cairo that Khartoum 
has fallen into the hands of the rebels. They 
probably emanate from the Zobehr Pasha peo- 
ple. The government has heard nothing of 
the kind. 

Disastrous Storm in the British Isles. 

Lonpoxs, October 28.—A violent northwest 
storm prevailed last night and to-day through- 
out the British isles and the neighboring seas. 
Houses were demolished at Shiedas, Vessels 
in the Clyde were driven from their moor- 
ings, and many small wrecks are reported 
along the coast and vessels were driven ashore 
off Greenock. Incoming steamers report that 
fearful weather was encountered at sea. A 
stesmer trom Lisbon for Cardiff was wrecked 
at Penzance, and the German cruiser “‘Un- 
dive’ was wrecked off the Danish coast.

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TRADE WITH SOUTH AMERICA, 


Evidence Taken Before the Commission in 
Baltimore, 


Battimore, October 28,—The commission ap- 
pointed by the president to obtain information 
relative tothe proper means to increase the 
trade of the United States with South and Cen- 
trel Americe, met here to-day, Governor Rey- 
polds, of Missouri, and Judge Thatcher, of 
Kaisas, being present. Thornton Rollins ap- 
poasen before the commission and stated that 
1e is engaged in the South American trade. 
He ex ported flour, lumber, canned guoda, lard 
ete. He could do nothing with manufactar 
goods. He had shipped paper and cotton 
drills to Brazil, and always lost money on 
them. The freights were very low on ex- 
perts, flour only paying seventy-five cents per 
barre]. He did not know of any custom laws 
which could be modified to help trade, He 
knew of no custom laws in South America 
which are oppressive. The tax on raw mate- 
riais prevented the United States from 
competing with England in manufactured 
articles, such as agricultural implements. The 
trace in white and yellow pine lumber for 
building purposes is considerable. Almost the 
entire transportation is by small vessels. He 
did not think the drawback on such material 
esis used in manufactured articles would 
accomplish the object. The cost of ercws for 
the vessels is 39 percent more on American 
than English vessels. 

W. W. Spence, president of the Baltimore 
board of trade, in reply to a question by Goy- 
ernor Reynolds, stated, that prior tothe war 
there was a large fleet of Baltimore vessels in 
the Rio trade. At present there are very few 
vessels employed, andthe cost of running 
them is much greater. The cost of equipping 
English vessels is so much les3sthan American 
thatthe latter cannot compete with them. 
There were also Norwegian vessels in the 
trade, which carried chiefly sait fish. The 
chief trade of Baltimore, with South America, 
is in flour, and the return cargo is 
coffee. The pay of a Norwegian captain is 
about $25 per month, while an American is 
paid $100 per month, and there is a like differ- 
ence in the pay ot the sailors. He did not 
think coffee free of duty made any perceptible 
difference. Cutting off the duty caused an in- 
crease of the price of coffee in Rio. 

Mr. Rollins remarked that whisky is not de- 
sired in South America, the people preferring 
cognac brandy, which can ye purchased 
cheaply in Europe. 

Mr. Spence resumed and said there was 
at one time a large copper trade 
with the west coast of Soutir America, 
but that had ceased. There is no copper ore 
now brought here. There was. also a large 
trade in hides with Buonas Ayres, but that, 
too, has died out. The cause of the decline 
of the coffee trade of Baltimore he attributed 
to the lower rate for transportration from 
New York to the west, the balances for cof- 
fee over the export cargo of vessel being 
drawn on London, the coilee im porter paying 
in money. Very little otherthan Rio coffee 
is sold in this market. In the past, Cuba, St. 
Domingo and Jamica coffees were imported 
here, but now none. He was ataloss to say 
what the government cando to increase the 
exports from this country, except to encourage 
British steam vessels for that trade. This 
country can’t compete with othersin manu- 
factured articles. There is no obstructions 
of the postal facilities by way of-either London 
or Lisbon. 

Captain Thomas P. Baldwin was formerly 
engaged in the Rio trade, and resided for 
some time in South America. He did not be- 
lieve the government ofthe United States can 
do any thing. The evil was apparent, but the 
remedy did not suggest itself to his 
mind, Before the war American 
vessels always had the preference, but during 
that period the fear of capture necessitated 
the employment of vessels of other countries, 
end their employment had continued since. 
No American house was represented in Bra- 
zil, while Franee and England had iourish- 
lng sgencies. 

Wm. H. Baldwin, dry goods, had little 
practical experience in the South American 
trade, but thought the United States should 
have paid consuls who are merehants. The 
commission will hold another meeting to- 
morrow.

Bob Robinson, a colored man, living about 
four miles from Waynesboro_was awakened by a 
boy whom he had sleeping ‘in his cottonhouse, 
and sprang up at the cries of the boy to find his 
cottonhouse on fire—and, strange to say, the boy 
had slept until the fire, burning his clothing, 
awakened him. Heand his wife set to work to 
save the house, and being quickly reinforeed by 
hands on the place succeeded in saving the 
house and cotton with the loss of only 300 or 400 
pounds. There was about three bales of seed 
cotton in the house found to be on fire, and eight 
or nine bales in houses adjacent, Bob is satisfied 
that it was a deliberate act of incendiarism, and 
has a clue to parties. 

Colonel E. L. Brinson’s ginhouse, in Burke coun- 
ty, was burned last Saturday. The fire was dis- 
covered by the ginne’. burning the lint fibre on 
the cotton seed falling from the gin, which he 
quickly caught up and extinguished, but looking 
under the gin, he found itina blaze, It was im- 
possible tostop the fire, and the ginhouse and 
contents were consumed. The losses were, a new 
50-saw gin, feeder and condenser, and the engine 
badly damaged, making the individual loss of Col- 
onel Brirson about $700. There were about six 
bales of cotton belonging to customers in the 
house, all of whieh were burned. Mr. T. J. Brin- 
son lost seyeral hundred bushels of cotton seed, 
The total loss is estimated at $1,000. No insur- 
ance,

THE MISSING MAN, 


What Mr. J. H. Wheatiecy Thinks Has Be 
come of Charles Paimer. 
From the Rome, \a., Courier. 

When the steamer Hill City arrived yester- 
day morning ouy reperter inspected her regis- 
ter to see if he Gould find whether or not Chas. 
Palmer, who so mysteriously disappeared from 
Rome on the 15th of September, had taken 
passage on this steamer. But failing to find 
his name on the register, our reporter inter- 
viewed Mr. J. H. Wheatley, engineer on the 
Hill City, and who is also a brother-in-law of 
Mr. Chas. Palmer. When asked what he 
thought of Mr. Palmer’s disappearance, Mr. 
Wheatley said: 

“He has simply deserted his wife, and it is 
not the first time he has been guilty of the 
same offense. About hine years ago Charles 
Palmer came to Cherokee county, Alabama, 
from South Carolina. He became a constant 
visitor at the home of my wife’s Tather, and 
soon succeeded in winning the affections of 
my wife’s sister, Georgia Spragins, whe was 
then a mere child. The two were shortly mar- 
ried, and aiter living with his youthful bride 
only fifteen months Palmer deserted her. 

“After three years Palmer returned to his 
wife and said he had been spending the three 
years of his absence with relatives and triends 
at his old home in South Carolina. His wife 
welcomed him back withopen arms. And 
now, after living with her a little over three 

ears, and having two children born to them, 

1e disappears again.” 

“Probably he has not run away this time, 
Mr. Wheatley. Does he drink?” 

‘‘Yes, he drinks sometimes. But he had not 
touched anything when he left my house at 4 
o’clock on the morning of the 15th of Septem- 
ber, and it is my opinion that he has wilfally 
deserted his wife and children. He was drink- 
ing heavily the Saturday before and he may 
have got to drinking again Monday and lost 
his life in some mysterious way,” 

“Did he bave any money?” 

“Only about ten dollars.”

DEPUTY MARSHALS IN POLITICS. 

From 1787 down to 1871 all the elections 
were conducted under state laws and con- 
trolled by state officials, The regulations of 
the state were supreme from the adoption of 
the constitution down to atime when the 
republicans saw a chance to fortify them- 
selves by a daring innovation. At that time 
public opinion was under the sway of the 
passions ond prejudices of the war,mnd the 
republiceus did things they would dare 
do «st the present time. The interference 
with elections by the general government, 
begun in 1871, bids fair to prove the most 

dangerous of all the abuses of power that the 
republican party was guilty of in the period 
mentioned. 

The republican managers of that day began 
by passing a law providing for the appoint- 
ment of two supervisors of election in cities 
ef 20,000 and upwards, or in any county or 
parish ina congressional district, on the ap- 
plication of ten citizens of good standing. 
This was step number one. The second step 
was taken by passing a law requiring United 


polls, to support and protect the 
supervisor of election. Nor was this all. 
A third step was taken when, on the appli- 


" 
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shals with power to arrest, and take into cus- 
tody, with or without process, any alleged 
offender against the election laws. 

This is the entire scheme as it stands on the 
statute books; and it has proven altogether 
sufficient for the vile purposes of its enact- 
ment. In 1880 the notorious Dorsey filled 
Indiana with special deputy marshals, both 
of end without the state, and the democrats 
were beaten in a democratic state. When to 
a vast corruption fund is added the power to 
surround the polls with special deputy mar- 
shals, who vote as they are hired, the honest 
will of the peo} le becomes lost in close states. 
The disgraceful use of this system in Ohio is 
fresh in the public mind. In Cincinnati 
there was one deputy marshal, armed with 
revolvers, to every fifteen or,twenty voters. 
The republicans actually bribed thousands in 
this way, and drew the bribe money out of the 
public purse—out of the treasury of the 
United States. A more indecent outrage 
upon the privilege of the suffrage could not 
well be devised. 

Nor is it simply indecent. In some heated 
election at some unforseen moment it will 
prove adanger and menace to our institu- 
tions. Atsuch time the special deputy mar- 
shais of the general government will be con- 
fronted: by the police or deputy sheriffs of 
the state government, and a battle will take 
place and rioting will follow that will be apt 
to awaken the people to the true nature of 
these innovations; Such collisions did occur 
in Cincmnati on a small scale, and the news- 

ayers reported, as a result, twenty-four 
killed or wounded. Such collisions swili oc- 
cur hereafter, until the laws that have so 
fearfully debased elections, and that are of 
no practical value to the people at large, are 
abolished. Nota line of them should be left 
unrepealed; forthey inyite and encourage 
riots, corruption, rascality, and outrages 
upon the honest will of the people at the

BLAINE’S DESPERADOES. 

If our readers have any doubt of the des- 
peration of the republican thieves and scoun- 
drels who have been robbing and plundering 
the people for twenty years or more, they 
can find it fully set forth in the later, 
speeches of Brother Blaine, and in the tem- 
per displayed in the utterances of some of 
hisorgans.

They will stick at nothing, 
they willleavye untried no experiment, no 
matter how dangerous it may seem to be, 
that promises to give them a new lease of 
power and a fresh license to rob and steal. 
They already have practical control of the 
government, and this fact means a great deal. 
While the democrats are carrying on a 
campaign, and a very aggressive one, appeal- 
ing to the honor and honesty of the nation, 
and calling on all good and worthy men to 
aid in rescuing the government from the 
clutches of the thieves, the republican despe- 
radoes have been accumulating a corruption 
fund, and they are now engaged in fortifying 
themselves in their position and insiduously 
preparing the public mind for the renewal, 
in a new shape, of the outrageous fraud of 
1876, 

What is the tenor of Brother Blaine’s later 
speeches? Simply this—that the solid and 
rebellious south is endeavoring; by securing 
the electoral yote of New York, to seize the 
government and ayenge the wrongs of the 
war. Blaine knows, and the desperadoes 
who are behind him know, that such talk 
as. this is not calculated to influence or 
change the yote of a single’sensible man at 
ile north, and they have no such purpose in 
view. They know, on the contrary, that 
every lie told about the south has been dis- 
ccunted by the admissions and confessions 
of Biaine himself. 

But their purpose is not to change votes, 
hut to prepare the public mind gradually 
for the peaceable acceptance of another revo- 
iwtionary scheme, bolder and more outra- 
geous eyen than the steal of the presidency 
in 1876.

SENATOR COLQUITT SPEAKS. 

Senator Colquitt was next introduced and 
made a powerful speech of nearly an hour’s 
length. He said that day was breaking. We 
discover it ix the east. ite was glad to an- 
nounce it, for the democracy has had a fierce 
struggle. No party has ever been subjected to 
as many trials as the democrats. He was glad 
to see on the faces before him what he be- 
lieved to be a determination to stick for all 
time tocome until the party is victorious. 
[Great cheering.] The senator told an amus- 
ing anecdote, comparing the democratic party 
to a ‘possum which hangs on to the 
last end when all feet are 
tern awry still swings on by its tail. 
believes the country is safe when trusted to 
the intelligence of the people. He has faith 
in their intelligence and love of truth and 
virtue. He said this eampaign was not a party 
question, bit a question of honesty. It ‘s the 
question whether the American people intend 
to put in power a party that is rifein fraud. 
Good republicans.should unite with the demo- 
crats in this needed reform. The senator said 
he had investigated the matter, and he was 
ready to deciare that there is not this 
day a gorermment on the face of the 
earth het is ag corrupt as 
the government of the United States. You may 
take up the civilized governments of the 
world, and you can’t trace in them, whether 
kingdoms or empires, or what not, as many 
frauds and as much theft and robbery as can 
be found in the United States government in 
the last twenty years. The senator discussed 
the erasures and entries in the treasury books 
that have had to be made because ‘it was the 
only way to make the books balance.” It is 
estimated that the star route steals amount to 
$4,000,000. The governor said the aggregate 
steals since the war,including Lincoln’s admin- 
istration,was twice as much as the expenditures 
on account of the government up to the time 
ofthe war. The senator devetel a few min- 
utes to a very lively discussion of the navy 
and the faci that Americans own no ships, and 
the immense carrying business is done by 
foreign vessels. He said Chili could run us 
clear of! the seas; that the United States has 
no navy, although $360,000,000 has been 
appropriated to that purpose since 1866. He 
said there twas hardly a vessel in the navy 
that a prudent man would trust his family 
in out of sight of land. He said 
the time was when an American traveling in 
foreign jands was proud to own himseif an 
American citizen, but now it is notso. They 
don’t want to be understood as being from a 
government that lives in dishonesty, and that 
continues such a corrupt party in power by 
the will of the people. He said it was time 
for the people to look at the books and see at- 
ter the raseality ofthe party that has grown 
gray in fraud. He struck some telling blows 
at the $100,.000,000 surplus that has been wrung 
from the tax-ridden people, and said that the 
increase iu the property of the country was the 
increase «f the wealth of a few men who live 
in luxury and ease, who have slippered 
feet, and smoking caps, and gowns, and cur- 
tains, and carpets, and carriages, and ele- 
gance. Butthe damask of their curtains is 
the blood ct! workingmen, and their wealth is 
a mockery to the suffering poor. The senator 
drew a wonderful picture of the distresses of 
the poor and we hay ‘ig that governinent 
worthy of trust, is it worthy efconfidence, that 
would lay upon the poor man’s back one tax— 
one cent of burden—that is not necessary to 
carry it on?’ [Great cheering]. Whatever 
others might do, the senator said, the people 
of Georgia love virtue and they can judge be- 
tween an honest and a corrupt man, and they 
would act accordingly. He said it would be a 
pitiable picture if Blaine should be elected. 
God forbid that the children of this land 
should be raised up and taught by that ex- 
ample; that dishonesty is the best policy. 
Put Blaine into and then pronounce 
your precepts to your young men, and tell 
thim how well it is to behave well. Don’t 
tell me, they will say, your theory may be 
right, but your practice is wrong. The sena- 
tor closed his speeched amid the most tumul- 
tucus cheering. 

SENATOR JOSEPH E. BROWN. 

Mr. Grady then introdueed Senator Brown 
asthe “sreatest old man of them all, one 
whose fcresights were better than most men’s 
hindsight:, a man who was harder to down 
and harder to turn over when he downed you 
than any other man in the world, « man 
whom Georgia would soon honor with a 
unanimous re-election to the  sen- 
ate of the United States.” The 
remarks were greeted with cheers, which were 
renewed as the distinguished Georgian to 
whom they referred came forward. 

Senator brown said thatas there had been sév- 
erabspeakers and? the Lour wasegetting late he 
would give his attention mainiy toone poiut— 
‘the blocily shirt issue raised by Mr. Blaine. 

He stated that Mr. Blaine, the republican candi- 
date, had until witbin a yery recent period shown 
a disposition to conduct the campaign upon other 
issues, 2ud not to appeal to sectional prejadices 
and sectional hate. 

But either by reason of his excitement or his 
alarm, growing outof the strong demonstrations 
of popular sentiment north unfavorable to his 
election. be seems to have changed his tactics, and 
in every speech of which we see an account, he 
waves the bloody shirt, old and tattered as it is, 
and stoops to appeal to sectional prejudice and 
pession, making every effort in his power to arouse 
and rekindle sectional strife. 

If correctly reported, Mr. Blaine hints at the dis- 
franchisenient of the negroes of the south, on the 
ground that the republican party with the aid of 
the colored vote, is unable to control the south. 
He states that a large element in the south of col-

As for instance, in 1876, the republican candi- 
dates in Louisiana, Florida and South Carolina,

One-half of 
that, putting it on the supposition that half the 
voting population were democratic would give 
2,112,206 democratic voters, but take off ten per 
cent ef them and add it to the republican vote to 
make the republican majorities, and this would 
cover them, we have 1,900,985 democratic yoters in 
the sixteen northern states who have not been rep- 
serented in the electoral college in twenty-four 


- years, 


There are, therefore, in round numbers, twice as 
many democrats in the sixteen solid northern 
states disfrancbised in the electoral college as there 
= Anta voters in the sixteen solid southern 

s. 

But another view of it. The states of Massachu- 
retts, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illineis and Iowa hada 
population at last census of 13,966,324 inhabitants, 
taking one-fifth as votersand it gave them a voting 
population of 2,793,305 voters. If one-half of these 
were democratic, it would give a democratic voting 
population of 1,396,655. Takimg offjten per cent 
irom the democrats and adding to the republicans 
and we have 1,256,969 of democrats in the five 
states last mentioned who have not been repre- 
sented in asingle instance by asingle person in 
the electoral college of either of said states in 
twenty-four years. 

Why this gross injustice? Why should two mil- 
lion democratic yoters in the sixteen northern 
states be disfranchised and driven from the electo- 
tal college by majorities obtained by appeals to 
passion and prejudice and by waving the bloody 
shirt? By fanning the flames of sec- 
tional strife, and appealing to  section- 
al prejudice, the republican party has 
been able to hol power for - the 
long period of time above mention- 
ed, by absolutely barring from the electoral col- 
lege these two millions of democratic voters liv- 
ing in sixteen solid northern republican states. If 
it be ee in the south for the majority party 
to cast the votes Of the respective southern states 
for the democratic candidates in the electoral col- 
lege, giving the minority no electoral yote, why is 
it not equally oppression for the republican ma- 
jorities in the sixteen solid northern states to dis- 
franchise two millions of freemen because they 
are democrats, and never in twenty-four years 
permit them to be heard through the electoral col- 
lege in the choice of a president or vice-president. 
W hich is the greatest hardship to the American 
people, the disfranchisement of colored republi- 
can voters, as Mr. Blaine terms it south, or the dis- 
franchisement of double their number of white 
democratic voters north. 

1 suppose it is the rule in all the states that the 
majority party whichisable to control the elec- 
tions, fills the electoral college with its own mem- 
bers and exclude the minority. 

If this is done without regard to the feelings of 
two millions of democrats in the solid republican 
northern states because they are in the minority, 
why,may it not be done in the case of half that 
number of colored yotersin the southern states 
where they are in the minority.gWho can say that 
it is more oppressive to apply the rule to colored 
voters in the south, than it is to apply the same 
rule to white voters in the north. 

Ii it is said that the colored people in two or 
three of the southern states have larger numbers 
than the white pegpee, and therefore they ought 
to go republican. The reply is, that large numbers 
of colored » voters vote the democratic 
ticket, and there is not in fact 
a republican majority in any one of the southern 
States. 

li itissaid that in some elections fa large num- 
ber of colored yoters do not go to the polls, I re- 
ply that I have shown conclusively in the senate 
that in the most exciting elections that have taken 

lace in the state of Massachusetts, more than oue 
1undred thousand male persons over 2l years of 
age did not vote. In what southern state doesone 
hundred thousand male ter bog stay away from 
the pols at an exciting electiou? 

As shown by the annual and state census of the 
state of Massachusetts, in the presidential election 
of 1876, ninety-twothousand qualified voters of 
that state did not go to the polls, in addition toa 
very large number who are disfranchised under 
the constitution and laws of Massachusetts. And 
in 1879 in the gubernatorial election when Butler 
was a Candidate, over a hundred and seven thou- 
sand of legal voters failed to yote,in addition to 
the large number of disfranchised. The publica- 
tions made by the state of Massachusetts establish 
these facts beyond all controversy. 

Then why ail this clamor against the south’ be- 
cause a portion oi the colored voters do not go to 
the polls. A larger number of white voters in New 
Engiand never reach the polis. Doubtless the 
same is true in other northern states, butl have 
not now the data before me. 

There is great hypocrisy in this canting appeal 
to sectional prejudice on account of the political 
position of what is called the sixteen solia south- 
ern states, and there is not a republican speaker 
north who uses it, who does not know that there 
are sixteen solid northern republican states that 
invariably yote the republican ticket. Ifit is wrong 
for sixteen southern states to vote solidly for the 
democratic ticket, is it not equally wrong for six- 
teen northern states to cast a solid vote every 
time fui the republican ticket? 

What candid, honest man can draw a distinction 
between the two cases. Then how can the conduct 
of those who ure this appeal to prejudice be recon- 
ae to thefrules of honesty, frankness and can- 
dor? 

Are the business men of the north, are the moral 
and religious people of the north, ready to sanction 
this miserable appeal to sectional prejudice by ua- 
scrupulous politicians, after the war has been 
ended for twenty years? 

Surely it is time that such appeals to the worst 
passions of our nature should be discountenanced 
by the honest, sober, thinking, righteous people of 
the section where it is constantly attempted to be 
used for political ends. 

At the conclusion of Senator Brown’s speech 
he was again cheered after frequent interrup- 
tions of applause. On motion of Mr. P. H. 
Bell, the thanks of the young men’s democratic 
league were returned to the speakers. The 
mecting then adjourned in fine humor.

the legislature to increase the appropriation, and 
have the capitol built out of Georgia marble.’ 

Neither my son, Piromis, myself, or Mr. James 
P. Harrison, (the first movants in this matter) 
knows of any such organization, and we have no 
information, whatever, leading us to belleve or 
suspect that any such organization has ever beea 
designed, or orther corrupt methods of any sort 
contem plate. 

And I ber, in this connection, to add that the

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


TRUE BILLS AGAINS™ DOCK JACK- 
SCN AND GEORGE WILDER. 


The Grand Jury. in Investigatin: the Case of Dock 
Jackson, the Negro Guard Who Killed F. M. 
Faulkner. Ascertains That George 
Wilder Aided in the Killing. 


George Wilder was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing by Deputy Sheriff Green, and in this arrest 
another chapter is added to the tragedy which 
the banks of the Chattahoochee 
river, about one month ago, when Dock Jack- 
son, the negro guard, shot and instantly killed 
F. M. Falkner, the white convict. 

Wilder was arrested upon a warrant charg: 
ing him with being an accessory to the kill- 
ing. It will be remembered that about one 
month ego Falkner, a white convict in the 
Chattahoochee river camp, was shot and in- 
stantly killed by Dock Jackson, a negro guard. 
The killing created a sensation, but the sensa- 
tion went to pieces when the witnesses before 
the coroner’s jury swore that Falkner was try- 
ing to escape when the shot was fired, and that 
he was halt way across the river when he was 
killed. However, the sensation was revived 
with renewed energy a few weeks later by the 
arrest of Jackson upon a 

WARRANT CHARGING HIM WITH MURDER. 

The warrant was sworn out by Mr. Nelms, 
principal keeper of the penitentiary, who not- 
withstanding the verdict of the coroner’s jury, 
suspected something was wrongand made a 
careful investigation ofthe case. In that in- 
vestigation Mr. Nelms was induced te believe 
that Faulkner was not trying to escape when 
he was killed, and that the killing was mur- 
der, and not justifiable homicide, as the jury 
of inquest declared. Subsequent to his arrest 
Jackson waived a preliminary trial, and was 
committed to jail to await the action of the 
grand jury. 

The evidence acquired by Mr. Nelms, in 
his investigation, put an entire change upon 
the killing, and caused people to call what 
they once raid was justifiabie homjcide a de- 
liberate murder. A great deal of talk was 
indulged ip, and soon after the killing the 
convict lessees discharged their negro 
guards, and substituted white men. 
dsince his arrest Jackson has 
Jain in jail quietly awaitingthe action of the 
grand jury. He has persistently refused to 
telk xbout bis case, only saying that he would 
come out all right when the grand jnry con- 
vened

HOW WILDER GOT INTO IT. 

Yesterday his case was before the grand 
jury and sixteen convicts were brought in 
from Lockett’s camp to testify before that 
bedy. The full purport of the evidence 
brought out by the examination of these wit- 
nesses, has not been made public. It is 
known, however, that the testi- 
mony given criminated George Wilder, 
who Was at the camp at 
the time of the killing but who was discharged 
when the negro guards were removed, and 
that a true bill was found against him as an 
accessory tothe murder. Itso happened that 
Wilder was in the courtroom yesterday morn- 
ing when the grand jury was investigating 
the Jackson case, and by some means learned 
that evidence had been brought 
cut which criminated himself. 
Upon this discovery he immediately 
withdrew and sought a retreat at a wagonyard 
on Marietta street. A warrant for his arrest 
was placed im the hands of Deputy Sheriff 
Green, who searched the courtroom in a vain 
efiort to find him. Deputy Sheriff Green then 
went out into the city, and after

at the wagonyard. He approached his man 
and asked if he was George Wilder. 

“Yes, that’s my name,”’ was the response as 
the negro turned and eyed his questioner 
closely, but respectfully. 

“Well, I’ve got a bench warrant for your 
arrest,”’ continued the deputy sheriff, “and 
want yon.” 

“Wall, 1’m ready to go,” he rejoined; “I 
guess it is something about that shooting at the 
yiver. I have done nothing and ain’t afraid of 
ihe consequences.”’ 

Wilder then turned round and quietly ac- 
companied Deputy Sheriff Green to the jail, 
where he was incarcerated, Wilder is 
six feet high, weighs 225 pounds, has a fine 
physique, and good countenance. He is of a 
dark gingercake color, with a Roman nose and 
a portly presence. He is notably polite, and 
smartand shrewd. When he met Jackson ai 
the jail they greeted each other with a warm 
grasp oi the band.

Yesterday's Events in the Various Temples 
of Justice.

John 
Lowry pleaded guilty to a charge ot illicit dis- 
tilling and removing, and his sentence was 
suspended. G. W. Goggins was acquitted on 
a cy of Dlicit distilling, working in an 
ilieit distillery and retailing whisky without 
license. The case of John Dean, charged with 
retailing whisky without license, a nolle pros- 
equi was entered. Howard Puritt pleaded 
guilty to illicit removing and concealing, and 

18 sentence was suspended. 

THE CIRCUIT COURT. 

In the United States circuit court yesterday 
the following cases were disposed of: James 
McBrayer, illicit distilling, etc., discontinued, 
defendant dead.

WHOLESALE DISCHARGES. 
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A Delegation of Paulding County People 
Plead Guilty, but do not Suffer. 

An interesting case from Paulding county 
was decided in the United States court yester- 
day, and a number of defendants were released 
from custody. A year or so ago a man named 
John E. Blalock was arrested ona ¢harge of 
Ulicit distilling, and was convicted and sent 
up for aterm. As soon as he was released he 
swore out a number of warrants, or caused to 
be arrested a number of Paulding county peo- 
ple to whom he alleged he had sold whisky, 
thus making them guilty of removing. Im- 
mediately Blalock was arrested on 
state warrants cherging him with carrying 
concealed weapons, stealing a hog and steal- 
ing some bed clothes. He was convicted and 
sentenced to eighteen months in the chain- 
gang, orto pay afine. The case, it appears, 
has been compromised. The parties against 
whom Blalock made the charges paid his 
fine and Blalock was released. Yesterday the 
following parties in the case appeared before 
Judge McCay and pleaded guilty, and their 
sentences were suspended: George Brand, 
Frank Wills, George Brown, Slaton 
Turner. Steve Turner. Isaac Lev- 
erett pleaded guilty and was re- 
manded to jail. Judge McCay suspended the 
sentences because he considered Blalock’s ac- 
tion a matter of spite, and he did not care to 
meke the court a party to such a transaction.

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CALLING FOR CASH, 


Continued Levies on Federal Officeholders 
by State and National Committees, 

Federal officeholders continue to receive the 
appeals of the committee organized to raise 
funds for the campaign in Georgia. Levies of 
twenty per cent on a month’s salary are made 
in a shape that conveys to the victim the im- 
pression that he had better come to 
time. Mr. Norcross, who denies 
that he has kept up with these 
methods of his party associates is still pub- 
lished as chairman of the contribution com- 
mittee. There is some curiosity among the 
terrified contributors to this fund to know 
what is to be done with it. Mr. Norcross and 
other republicans state that the campaign in 
Georgia is to cost a big pile of money. Many 
of the men who are assessed to raise it natu- 
rally question what is te come from their con- 
tributions. 

The wildest republican campaign orator 
does not hint at the possibility of carrying the 
state for Blaine. Contests are being made in 
only three congressional districts, Mr. Mar- 
tin in this, the fifth, Mr. Milner in the fourth, 
Mr. Hargrove and Mr. Kirkwood in the sev- 
enth districts are running asrepublicans, but 
not one of them has a chance of election. It 
is a mystery why somuch money is needed 
for the home work. The 
committee which is sending out 
circulars from Atlanta does not pretend to be 
acting in the interest of the national commit- 
tee, that concern appeals directly to the oilice- 
holders. ltis bard for them to tell whether 
the appeals for cash are most frantic from the 
Atlanta committee or from the crowd in New 
York. The latter send out circulars printed 
in imitation of ty pe- written letters 
and signed by a named Jones. 
This Jones seems to be “hard up.” 
He begs like an organ grinder for money, 
and tells of wonderful things that will hap- 
pen if the recipient of his eloquent appeals 
will send on his $20 or $25. Jones isa sly 
dog. In oneof his circulars he calls atten- 
tion to the civil service act and vows that he 
and his committee will do allin their power 
to enforce its provisions. In another 
Jonesy circular appears words intended to 
impress the office holders that they, must not 
be too good but just good enough; that while 
they must not violate the letter of the civil 
service law they are in duty bound to disre- 
gard its spirit. Jones says: 

To any office holder of the United States who 
may have doubts as to the lawiulness of contrib- 
uting to our committee, we desire to say that no 
member of this committee is in the service of the 
United States, and the assertion or insinuation to 
the contrary, contained in a circular signed by 
Geotge W. Curtis, president of the civil service re- 
form association, and others, is false. Contribu- 
tions ean bemade to the undersigned without 
any fear of violating the so-called ‘“‘civil service 
act.
